efficiency. 

EXECUTIVE BUDGET. 

We congratulate the Republican 
party upon the enactment of a law 
providing for the establishment of 
an executive budget as a necessary 
instrument for a sound and busineses- 
like administration of the national 
finances, and we condemn the veto 
of the President which defeated this 
great financial reform. 

We advocate a thorough investi- 
gation of the present organization

Allens within the jurisdiction of 
the Unite@ States are not entitled to 
right to liberty of agitation directed 
against the government or Ameridan 
institutions, 

Every government has the power 
to exclude and deport those aliens 
who constitute a real menace to its 
peaceful existence. But in view of 
the large numbers of people affected 
by the Immigration. Act a competent 
administrative tribunal should be as- 
sured to all. 

LAW AND ORDER. 

The equality of all citizens under 
the law has always been a policy of 
the Republican party. Without 
obedience to law and maintenance 
of order our American institutions 
must perish. Our laws must be im- 
partially enforced and speedy jus- 
tice should be secured. 

With regard to the sale and man- 
ufacture of intoxicating beverages 
the Republican party will stand for 
the enforcement of the Constitution 
of the United States as it shall be 
declared by the Supreme Court.

First Full Fiscal Year After 
War Shows Well. 


Cartifates be 
Offered Soon.

(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, June 9%.—Secre- 
tary Houston, writing today to the 
bankers of the country, declared the 
completed operations of the treasury 
for the fiscal year ending with this 
month “should show little, if any, 
deficit, the government having about 
balanced its budget, current rates, 
against current disbursements, for 
the first full fiscal year after the 
fighting stopped.“ 

“Though the first quarter of the 
present year showed a deficit 
of about §770,000,000,"” Mr. Hous- 
ton said, “in the second quarter 
there was a surplus of over $150,- 
000,000, in the third quarter there 
was a ‘surplus of nearly $400,000,- 
000, and the fourth quarter should 
also show a surplus. 

“The total gross debt of the United 
States, which on June 30, 1919, 
amounted to nearly $25,500,000,000, 
and August 31, 1919, amounted to 
nearly $26,600,000,000, had been re- 
duced May 31, 1920, to less than 


$25,000,000,000. 

“The floating debt outstanding 
(loan and tax certificates,) which 
June 30, 1919, amounted to over 


183.260,00, 000, and August 31, 1919, 
by] to nearly $4,000,000,000, nad been 


reduced May 31, 1920, to less than 
$2,850,000,000. 

“The reduced ordinary and pub- 
lia debt disbursements have made 
possible a very important reduction 
in the amount of the net balance 
in the general fund, which has been 
applied to the reduction of the 
debt.“ 

The Secretary declared thatꝰ both 
gross debt and floating debt would 
be further Kreatly reduced by the 
retirement of nearly $1,000,000,000 
in Treasury Certificates due about 
‘July 15. 

Most of this will be paid out of 
taxes falling due this month, but 
to meet the balance and to provide 
for current requirements of the 
government up to July 15, the treas- 
ury has decided to offer about $400,- 
000,000 in new certificates, in two 
series, one bearing interest at 6 per 
cent and maturing June 15, 1921, 
and the other bearing 5 3-4 per 
cent interest and maturing Jan. 3, 
1921. Both series will be dated 
June 15. 

Discussing the outlook for the 
coming fiscal year, the tary 
said there would be a further re- 
duction of both the gross and float- 
ing debts in the first two quar- 
ters and that unless additional bur- 
dens should be imposed by future 
legislation, there would be an im- 
portant reduction in the last two 
quarters 

“The period of upwards of twelve 
months since the flotation of the 
Victory loan,” Mr. Houston contin- 
ued, “has witnessed great expansion 
of commercial credits, but steady 
liquidation of United States govern- 
ment war securities.

EL CENTRO, June 9.—For the 
fret time in its history today, Im- 
perial Valley shipped products to 


a gross total of better than $1,000,- 
000. This record of shipment of 
$1,000,000 daily is believed to top 
all records for the State of Cali- 
fornia in production of agricultural 
wealth. 
According to I. T. Sparks, division 
freight and passenger agent for the 
Southern Pacific road, shipments 
to make up this huge amount were 
as follows: 
Two hundred and seventy-nine cars 
of cantaloupes, ninety-one cars of 


meiona, ten cars of cotton, sixty 
cars of barley, four cars of wheat. 
ten cars of tomatoes, ten cars of 
hay, five cars of onions. 

This grand total of 491 carloads

FROM HOSPITAL. 

Forbidden to Question Three 
Shot at Dinner. 


Secrecy Decides Authorities 
Theft was not Motive. 


Assert Bride has Endeavored 
to Hinder Queries. — 


Investigation of the motive that 
prompted two masked men to shoot 
three of the principals at the pre- 
nuptial dinner of Miss Virginia 
Holmes and Edward Moses last 
Monday night was hampered yes- 
terday when police detectives were 
forbidden to question the  bride- 
groom and Everett Holmes, the 
bride’s brother, at the Good Samari- 
tan Hospita 

Mr, Moses, who is suffering only 
from two superficial bullet wounds 
in his neck, is not confined to his 
bed, yet his attending physician has 
barred Detective Sergeants King, 
Oaks and Ballestero from the hos- 
pital. Regarding the condition of 
Mr. Holmes, the hospital attaches 
stated he “was getting along nicely.” 
Any additional information was 
withheld by jhe hospital authorities, 
who stated tHey had been instructed 
to answer no questions. 

Since last Monday night, when Mr. 
Moses, Mr. Holmes and Robert Les- 
ter were shot while grappling with 
the two men in the home W. A. 
Moses, at 426 South Oxford Boule- 
vard. the police detectives have at- 
tempted to solve the mystery of the 
affair. Though at first the officers 
believed the motive was robbery, 
they have since accepted the theory 
that some other motive prompted 
the act. The theory of revenge 
was founded upon the silence of the 
families of the bride and bride- 
groom, all of whom have repeatedly 
refused to assist the police in their 
investigation. 

“I am convinced there is some- 
thing the two families are trying to 
conceal,” said Detective Oaks. In 
all my years of police work I have 
always found the victims of gunmen 
overanxious to assist the police. In 
this particular case our investigation 
has been hampered by the families 
of the bride and bridegroom, and 
especially by that of the bride, They 
refuse to answer any of our ques- 
tions and now they have persuaded 
their physician to prevent us from 
questioning the two young men at 
the hospital. Before we were barred 
from the hospital, on every occasion 
that we interviewed Mr. Moses and 
Mr. Holmes, the bride was always 
right on our heels to warn the tw 


young men not to answer our qu 
tions and not to believe what 
were about to say.” 

It is stated by the police that on 
two occasions, once at the Recetv- 
ing Hospital and again at the Good 
Samaritan Hospital, the bride inter- 
fered. with them. On both ocea- 
sions they say she said to Mr. Moses: 

“Don't believe what th men 
are going to say to you. “They are 
going to tell you. things that are 
not true.” 

The curlosity of the detectives 
was also aroused yesterday when 
they learned that the marriage of 
Miss Holmes and Mr. Moses was 
hasti'y performed at the Good Sa- 
maritan Hospital last Tuesday night.

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JUDGE DOOLING . 
TO GIVE RULING 


May Decide Today in Favor 
of Jack Dempsey. 


Former Wife of Pugilist May 


not Take Stand. 


Things Begin to Brighten for 
Defense in Trial. 


[EXCLUSIVE 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 9.— Does 
the fact that a woman has been 
divorced froti her husband. after 
her status under the common law 
that she is permitted to testify as 
to matters occurring during their 
married life, which were not con- 
fidential communications? If so, 
what is a ¢onfidential communica- 
tion? 

About these principal legal ques- 
tions and a battery of auxiliary prob- 
léms pivots the further course of the 
trial of Jack Dempsey on charge 
of draft evasion. Upon dudge 
Maurice T. Dooling’s decision to 
be given tomorrow morning, de- 
pends the crucial point of whether 
Maxine Dempsey, divorced wife of 
the pugilist, may speak or must be 
silent. 

ARE CONFIDENTIAL. 

The thirty-five letters by which the 
prosecution was expected to seek to 
prove that Jack Dempsey wrote to 
Maxine Dempsey, asking her to 
sign an affidavit that he was sup- 
porting her and therefore ‘eligible 
for deferred draft classification, are 
already ruled out. Letters passing 
between a husband and wife are re- 
garded as cofifidential communica- 
tions, and neither death nor divorce 
removes the barrier as to testimony 
concerning them. 

Because the Utah courts on Feb. 
4, 1919, anted Jack Dempsey a 
divorce m Maxine Dempsey, re- 
citing that the two “have been and 
are” husband and wife, Judge Dool- 
ing ruled that the marital relations 
ad existed between the pugilist and 


form the bulwark of the .govern- 
ment's case, regardless of any prev- 
lous marriages or divorces valid or 
invalid. 
CANNOT TESTIFY. 

Maxime Dempsey, therefore, can- 
not testify to anything occurring be- 
tween herself and Jack Dempsey 
from Oct. 9, 1916, when they were 
married at Farmington, Utah, to 
Feb. 4, 1919, when the interlocutory 
decree was granted, unless her 
testimony relates to events held not 


-ito be confidential. 


If she is permitted to testify at 
all, a, bitter legal battle will be 
wag over every question to deter- 
mine whether or not it comes un- 
der this classification. Indications 
are that if Maxine Dempsey iesti- 
fies at all—which is doubtful—her 
testimony will be ruled out on prac- 
tically every important point in the 
government's case againct the 
pugilist. Without her testimony the 
prosecution’s case resolves itself 
into corroborative evidence alone. 
It is anticipated that if Judge 
Dooling rules against Maxine Demp- 
sey’s testimony on any matters and 
she is kept from the nd, Gavin 
McNab, attorney for Dempsey, will 
ask for a ‘dismissal of the case on 
the ground of insufficient evidence. 
JACK IS NERVOUS. 


Dempsey, hitherto unperturbed, 
showed his first signs of nervousness 
when his former wife entered the 
room. He followed her with his 
eyes, and his big fingers played un- 
consciously with the fastening of 
his mother’s brown fur collar that 
lay on the table in front of him. 
Maxine Dempsey walked within a 
few feet of her former husband as 
she went to the witness stand. 

Her eyes rested on him for a mo- 
ment, without recognition and ap- 
parently without interest. To a 
spectator who did not know their 
relation it would have seemed that 
the big man sprawled in a chair 
scarcely large enough for him meant 
no more to her than any one of the 
crowd of lookers-on. 

Evident expectation on the part of 
the audience that the testimony 
would be of a sensational and sala- 
cious nature was satisfied by the 
testimony of a few government wit- 
nesses and Maxine Dempsey’s own 
admission that she had been a pros- 
titute, an admission made in much 
the same tone in which she might 
have said that she had been a ste- 
nographer. It was disappointed 
when Judge Dooling sustained Mc- 
Nab’s objection to a question con- 
cerning relations between Dempsey 
and Maxine, saying: 

“The only question is whether or 
not Dempsey evaded the draft, not 
whether he violated the white slave 
law or | other question of morals. 
Because Jack Dempsey happens to be 
a prize fighter and because the news- 
papers have played up his case, he ts 
not going to get any different sort of 
a trial than if he were plain John 
Doe, charged with the same offense.”

Will Have Two Million Plant 
on Thirty Acres There.

Work on First Unit to Start 


Within Thirty Days. 


J. H. Christian, president of the 
Fabri-Cord Tire Company of Cali- 
fornia, announced yesterday that 
within thirty days ground will be 
broken for the construction of the 
first unit of a new $2,000,000 plant 
on Seventh street, San Pedro, where 
thirty acres adjoining the Vista del 
Oro tract have been purchased. The 


first unit will be a three-story bujid- 
ing of reinforced concrete, 6 50 


feet. When this is ready for 
tion, it will represent an inv ent 
of $280,000, of which $80,000 will 
be for building construction and ap- 
proximately $200,000 for machinery 
and equipment. The company will 
engage in the manufacture of cord 
tires and tubes and its initial out- 
put will be 500 tires and 1500 tubes 
daily. Eventually the plant will be 
built to a capacity of 2000 tires and 
3000 tubes daily. It will employ 400 
men when the wheels begin to turn 
in the first unit, and eventually 1700. 

“The selection of San Pedro came 
after a careful investigation of sites 
offered in many parts of the coun- 
try.“ said President Christian last 
night. “It will astonish some peo- 
ple to know that more than 70 per 
cent of the raw rubber entering the 
United States last year came in 
through Pacific Coast ports. This 
puts us into proximity with the 
source of this basic supply without 
the cost or rail transportation be- 
fore the raw material is converted 
into the finished product. The 
climatic conditions are such that 
work is possible 365 days in the 
year if necessary. The cotton sup- 
ply within our own State is of high 
quality and in quantity suficient to 
meet all needs. The factory will 
be operated by electrical power, and 
we are assured that electricity and 
water supply are available in meas- 
ure sufficient to cover all needs.

to be without.”
